iUere were 142 contributors who 
donated a total of $(j.’)0.45 or an av¬ 
erage of $4.68 each. Sierra Madre may 
well be jiroud of their record, as the 
money was a free-will heart offering, 
and most connnunilles only raised a 
small portion of their iiuota—but 
that's the way Sierra Madre does 
things and in this instance she more 
than sustaineil her reputation.

'I'hou.sands of Americans have heard 
his story for during the summer ho 
was a fully authorized speaker for the 
United .States government and rai.sed 
thousands of dollars for the Red Cross 
and various government activities. 

Private Richards, Fifth Canadian, 
(famous Fighting Fifth) entertained 
the audience wilh humorous stories of 
trench_life and .singing the .soldiers’ 
favorite songs. Mr. Richards has an 
intitesting story also to tell of the fa¬ 
mous battles he was in but lacl> of 
lime compelled him to confine him.self 
to a few trench stories and songs. 

Both men, honorably di.scharged, 
came to California in hopes of recover¬ 
ing their health.

New d'unaiiUs and opportunities cre¬ 
ated botli by war and peace now call 
for an enlarged state Y. .VI. A. 
budget, it is stated, and the camiiaign 
Ibrougiio it (’alifornin is part of a na¬ 
tional movenient by state and local 
Y. M. C. .A.'s to meet the Increased 
needs In every coiiiraiinity. In many 
cltie.s the campaign of the state Y. .M. 
C. A. is lieing included in a loc.'l drive 
to provide adequate finances for the 
lecoiistructlon senice the association 
la b( iiig called upon to perform. 

Constant requests from California 
fields, at iiresent nnorgaiiizpd, are be¬ 
ing made for some form of Y. M. C. 
oreanlzation for the benefit of young 
men and hoys. Returning eiiHso 1 
men who have had contact with Y. M. 
C. .A. war work In the home camps and 
abroad are adding their voices to tJie 
widestiread apiieal, .say Y, M. C. .A. of- 
Pchls. The campaign next week Is an 
effort *10 provide sufficient fund.s to 
meet the demand for expansion Into 
new territory as well as to lntcns<fv 
and unify the work already under wav 
In 10 cities. 11 counties and five com¬ 
munities in California. 

Many Cities Facing Problems. 

The 1919 hudvet will enable the state 
Y. M. C. .V. to eniiiloy three trcvellng 
district secridcrles. who will supervise 
new pr^-’rams of helpful service In 
counties of the state that aie now fac¬ 
ing social and moral iirnhlems among 
ibelr young people. Flans to supply 
the needs of 17.5 900 men employed In 
agricultural shinlvdhilntr. mining, lurn- 
hcr and nmnufactirdng districts of Cal¬ 
ifornia also are eontemnlated. 

The slate association, It Is an¬ 
nounced also will co-operate with the 
government and other rf’cognized a-en- 
eles in every form of soelal welfare 
service to returning soldiers and sail¬ 
ors. In its city and rural work for 
boys, the new .Vmericati Standard 
Program providing for the all-round do- 
velorunont of manly qualities will be 
inaugurated during 1919 by the state 
organization. 

25,000 Men In Membership. 

A survey of the work of th'e Y. M* 
C. A. In California just comi)let«!d by 
the state executive committee sliows 
that the 43 associations of the slate 
occupy buildings valued at $1,000,000. 
The menibershfp comprises more than 
25,000 men, young men and boys in 
every walk of life, using privileges for 
their social, physical. Intellectual and 
religious betterment. 

Executive committees for the drive 
have been organized in this and other 
cities of the state, and those who so¬ 
licit funds are now being instructed in 
their duties. A lust word of encour¬ 
agement from Campaign Director 
Mogge received here stated that Cali¬ 
fornia is now thoroughly organized for 
the effort and that prospects Indicate 
the goal of $50,000 will be fully real-

Barley and Oats Shortcake.—Take

one-lialf ciitifiils of grnunil oats, one 
feaspoonful each of salt auil sugar, 
four tablespooiitiils of fat, a [ilncli of 
soda and four teasiioonfuls of baking 
jiowder, one <'U[iful of water. Mix and 
bake as usual. 

Cornflour Shortcake.—Take two and 
two-thirds cupfuls of corn Hour, four 
teaspoonfiiks of htiklng powder, one 
teaspooiiful of salt, one tables])oonfiil 
of sugar, six talilespoonfuls of fat and 
one cupful of nillk or water. Mix and 
hake as usual. 

Oatmeal Biscuits.—Take one and 
oiie-ipiarter cniifuls of Hour, one and 
one-half teastiooiifuls of tiaking pow¬ 
der. two tfililespoonfuls of sugar, one- 
half teaspoonful of salt, six tnble- 
spoorifiils of shortening and one and 
one-third cupfuls of oatmenl, with 
two-thirds of a cupful of water. Mix, 
adding more water If needed to make 
a soft (lotigh. Roll out thin on n flour¬ 
ed hnanl and cut with a biscuit cutter. 
Hake In u moderate oven one-half 
hour. Hess time is taken In baking If 
the oatmeal Is parched before using. 

Cornmeal Griddle Cakes.—Take one 
cupful of cornmeal, add one cupful of 
scalded milk, one egg, two teaspoon- 
fills of tinking powder, a tablespoon- 
ful each of melted shortening and mo¬ 
lasses. Scald ttie meal with the milk 
and when cool aibl the other Ingredl- 
onts. Mix well and bake on a hot 
griddle.

mixture to roll out very tliin. (’lit In 
shapes ami bake iti a hot o\»>n. (.'liee.se 
may be added by sprinkling it over 
the doiigli just before cutting out. 

Cornmeal and Rice Waffles.—Mix 
and sift one-half cupful each of coiri- 
nienl and wlieat flour, one-half teas- 
spoonful of soda, one teiispoonfiil of 
salt and a cupful of sour milk, two 
eggs, a cupful of boiled rice and u ta- 
blespoonful of melted fat.
